GERMANS CONTROL PILLAR 
OF VERDUN FORTIFICATIONS 
BY TERRIFIC SMASHING 


(By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS WAR EXPERT) 


New York, Feb. 26.—The tremendous German offensive aimed at Verdun is gaining force 


hourly and new and serious breaches have been made in the French lines, Berlin announced today. 
The fortress is now menaced from the east and southeast as well as from the north and northeast. 


Not only has Fort Douaumont, one of the outlying defenses of the stronghold, been taken but 


French resistance on the plain of the Woevre to the east has been broken, according to the German 
bulletin which, reports that the Germans are pursuing their beaten foe along the Woevre front to a 
point south of the Paris-Metz highway which runs through Verdun. 


The buckling up process being carried out by the Germans on both sides of the salient in 


which Verdun lies would, if continued far enough, compel the evacuation of the fortress by the 
French, even should the Germans not be able to reach it by direct assault. 


Berlin, Feb. 26—It is officially announced that Fort Douaumont, one of 


the fortifications of Verdun, was taken by storm yesterday afternoon and is 
now firmly held by the Germans. The official announcement is as follows: 


"The armored fort Douaumont, the northeastern corner pillar of the per- 


manent main line fortifications of the stronghold of Verdun, was stormed yes- 
terday by the 24th regiment Brandenburg infantry and is .now.firmly in -Ger- 
man hands." 


Fort Dauaumont lies four miles northeast of Verdun. It is one of nearly a score of forts cir- 


cling- Verdun and is situated just to the north of the railroad running northeast from the city of 
Hetz.

In Section 441S of the General 


Code, Tvhich section is a part of 
the chapter relating to the pow- 
ers and duties of boards of health, 
you will find this provision: "No 
fine imposed in any prosecution 
under this section shall be remit- 
ted by the- magistrate before -whom 
the complaint is made." I do not 
know if, in.acting in this matter, 
you were advised by your city so- 
licitor and it is not for the pur- 
pose of raising any further ques- 
tion or notoriety in regard to the 
Foster case that I call your at- 
tention to this provision of the 


law, but more for your informa 
tion and 
action 
in 
subsequent 


cases. 


So far as I understand the Fos- 


ter case, I am entirely in accord 
with the action of your board of 
health -and yourself in the way 
the case was handled. 
Because 


Mrs. Foster has money is all the 
more reason she should have pro- 
ceeded to have the nuisance abat- 
ed. In proceeding 
in 
a 
case 


where the defendant is well-to-do 
the board of health allows its dis- 
position to create and maintain 
sanitary conditions irrespective of 
the social standing of the persons 
concerned.

PREPAREDNESS 


Recent crimes in the city, and at construction camps through- 


oit the county, where work is being done on the C. & 0. Northern 
lUilroad, emphasizes the fact that more than ordinary precautions 
•hould be taken to safeguard the lives and property of the perma- 
nent residents of the county. There is nothing unusual in the situa- 
tion'and nothing to become hysterical over, if it is met in the right 
•pirit It has been the history of every community that wherever 
there is a large amount of construction work going on, necessitating 
the bringing in of a large number of laborers, many of whom are of 
the most ignorant type, that there follows an outbreak of crimes. 
The frequency or infrequency of these crimes depends to a certain 
eitent on the precautions taken to curb the unruly element that has 
been temporarily gathered in the community. 


In other words it is up to the officials o£ the city and county to 


take proper precautions, and this statement is not mude in the 
•pirit of petty fault-finding, as we recognize that these officials are 
confronted with an extraordinary situation. In normal times even 
they are busy looking after their various duties, and with a great 
amount of extra work crowded upon them they go up against the 
problem of "human limitations," and cannot be everywhere at 
once, nor attend to everything at the same instant. But there should 
he some provision for making the contractors properly police their 
construction camps, or extra deputies should be secured and order 


maintained. 


The city is as interested in this as well as the county for un- 


doubtedly much of the crime, the attacks on women, etc., BO prev- 
alent of late, may be traced to this influx of foreign labor. 


So far, we are thankful to note the county has escaped such 


tragedies, but there arc many who wait in fear the news of some 
such terrible happening that will shock the entire community. 


A striking instance of the carelessness that must prevail some- 


where has been evidenced by the case with which desperate, irre- 
sponsible nogroes have secured dynamite. The dynamite horror at 
one camp is still fresh in the minds of all. Just recently another 
negro was arrested, and with the greatest sang froid tossed a few 
sticks of dynamite out of his pocket. Those best informed say that 
the laborers can get the dynamite whenever they want it. 


What if some of those dynamite handlers, inflamed by "coke" 


or otherwise should take a notion to 
blow 
up some Portsmouth 


building, or some Portsmouth industry. 
Judging from what has 


happened they would have little trouble in getting the dynamite, and 
less scruples about using it. 


The time seems ripe for decisive action by those iu authority to 


force greater precautions at these camps.

the fortifications of Verdun, was taken by storm yesterday afternoon and is 
now firmly held by the Germans. The official announcement is as follows: 


"The armored fort Douaumont; the northeastern corner pUlar of the per- 


manent main line fortifications of the stronghold of Verdun, was stormed yes- 
terday by the 24th regiment Brandenburg infantry and is, nowifirmly in Ger- 
man hands."

The capture of Douaumont is the most important achievement since the inauguration of the 


German drive at Verdun 
The Frencli war office has expressed confidence that

Veidnn marks the- northerly point .of the great Frencli defenses against direct attacks from
